By George Matthew Adams 


THE RARE PERSONALITY 


KTOTHING in life is so fascinating 
** and inspiring ae a rare per- 
sonality—a personality 
to 
which 


there Is movement—mental, phy- 
sical and spiritual. There are those 
whom we meet who have this rare 
combination. 


I was greatly saddened over the 


recent death of Virginia Woolf, the 
English author, whose work I have 
long admired. She was a brilliant 
writer, and from all that I have 
read about her, a great human be- 
ing. Sir Hugh Walpole, who paid a 
beautiful tribute to her, only a 
month or so ago. himself has since 
foined the multitude of the silent. 
36 said that she embodied every- 
;hing that went to make up the rare 
personality. Her books certainly 
suggest this fact. 


A day or so before reading of the 


death of this woman writer, I came 
across a beautifully 
bound 
and 


limited edition of a book that she 
had written some time ago on the 
streets of London—their beauty, 
their human flavor, their English- 
ness. How very strange and tragic 
that she should have left for a 
walk about those same streets — 
crazed and broken in mind and 
spirit—never to return to them 
alive! 


I like the word movement as ap- 


plied to the rare personality. It 
suggests neither talk nor display- 
but simplicity, genuineness, and 
character. You meet such a one and 
there seems to be silent movement 
from every inch of area occupied. 
Something rare emanates. Like the 
invisible wave of the air that bring 
voices thousands of miles away to 
our ears, so do the silent, invisible 
waves of a rare person reach our 
consciousness and our heart. 


It is something that cannot be 


explained—merely accepted. It is 
that marginal line that separates 
genius or greatness from mediocrity. 
You meet such a rare personality 
arid are inspired, warmed in heart 
and stimulated in mind. And when 
he or she is gone, something lingers. 
Like the odor of a rare perfume. 


Merely for any of us to recognize, 


and honor, a rare personality, is to 
absorb within ourselves the very es- 
sence of its aroma.

'Purely Political' Talk 


Results From Con- 


ferences 


[By the Associated Press] 


Harrisburg, July 1 — Governor 


James is in Boston and will return 
here by Thursday. 
He said his 


office "will be open" at all times 
for resumption of conferences. 


The "little WPA" subject provoked 


comment from both Achterman and 
Senator Harry Shapiro, Democratic 
floor-leaders in the House and 
Senate. 


Shapiro said on the Senate floor 


"as far as I am concerned, we now 
start from scratch," adding he 
would from this point on insist on 
the state taking over control of 12 
county mental institutions, a Demo- 
cratic proposal opposed by the Gov- 
ernor. 


"Purely Political" 


Achterman asserted in the House 


the Legislature would remain in 
session "for some time" unless the 
Governor "recedes from his present 
absurd and unwarranted position." 


Senator James A. Geltz, the Re- 


publican floor leader, said the 
Democratic position against 
the 


Governor's plan was "purely polit- 
ical." 


"In Private Conference" 


Robert E. Woodside, GOP leader 


in the House, retorted to Achter- 
man that he was against discussing 
subjects which had been taken up 
with the Governor in "private con- 
ference." 


The budge.t agreement called for 


the Democrats to recede-from their 
proposed one-mill cut of the per- 
sonal property and bank share 
taxes, increase of the Governor's 
revenue estimates from $413,000,000 
to 
$418,500,000, postponement of 


state control of 10 county mental 
institutions with the commonwealth 
t a k i n g over two in Allegheny 
County, and passage of the $131,- 
370,000 relief appropriation for two 
years. 


Other Legislative Acts 


None of these matters elicited 


any action yesterday. 
On other 


legislative fronts: 


The Senate passed and sent to 


the Governor a bill legalizing the 
plan under which the anthracite 
industry now voluntarily assigns 
production quotas in an effort to 
stabilize the market. 


The House approved and relayed 


to the Governor a bfll permitting 
truck convoys to carry automobiles 
on state highways for another two 
years. 


Bills to bar from the ballot, from 


public jobs or the relief rolls any 
person associated with subversive 
or unamerican activities 
were 


amended in the House. Democrats 
in caucus failed to agree on a policy 
of the "anti-red" legislation and 
the matter was left up to individual 
vote. 
The amendments provided

ON EVERY CAR 


One Of The Ways To 


Raise 3V2 Billion 


For Defense 


[By the Associated Press} 


Washington, July 1.—If the House 


Ways and Means Committee has its 
way, every privately owned automo- 
bile in the United States will be 
wearing a $5 federal tax sticker to 
help raise the desired $3,500,000,000 
of new revenue to finance the de- 
fense program. 


The committee recommended this 


new annual levy late yesterday along 
with a lot of other excise taxes de- 
signed to produce about $733,000,000 
of the additional revenue and Chair- 
man Doughton (D-NC) suggested 
that "sticker" receipts for the auto 
tax might be sold through post- 
offices. 


On All Fares One 35 Cents 


Another committee recommenda- 


tion likely to affect a broad section 
of the population was that a five 
per cent tax be imposed on all pas- 
senger-transportation fares over 35 |.. 
cents, whether by rail, water, air 
or bus.

Defense Labor 
Difficulties 


[By the Associated Press] 


NDMB telegraphed the Federal 


Shipbuilding Corporation at Kear- 
ney. N. J,, and the CIO shipbuilding 
union to see that full production is 
maintained pending an inquiry by 
the board into the issues involved 
in the threatened strike where five 
light cruisers and rev-en destroyers 
are being built. 


In addition to the 293.000.000 in 


Navy warship contracts, the Federal 
Shipbuilding Corporation has orders 
from the Maritime Commission lor 
61 merchant ships to cost about 
$140.000,000. The walkout had been 
threatened for today. 


Storm clouds cleared away on an- 


other important defense front. The 
Brotherhood of Scientific Instru- 
ment 
Workers, 
an 
independent 


union, accepted a compromise wage 
offer and called off their threat of a 
strike at the Sperry Gyroscope plant 
in Brooklyn. N. Y. The firm makes 
bomb sights, automatic plane pilots 
and other key defense equipment. 


A strike called by the AFL Amal- 


gamated Meat Cutters and Butchers 
Workmen closed down two Hern, Is- 
iland meat plants at Pittsburgh, when 
800 employes walked out. Armour 
& Company and the Pittsburgh Pro- 
vision and Packing Company were 
closed down. 


levies, plus returns from increases 
previously recommended in indi- 
vidual income, corporation, excess 
profits, estate and gift taxes, would 
account for approximately $3,315,- 
000,000 of the revenue sought. 


May Tax Soft Drinks 


For the remaining money, the 


committee today looked for a way to 
tax soft drinks without increasing 
their retail prices. 


The treasury proposed that such 


beverages be taxed one-cent-a-bottle 
but some legislators said that in 
states which already had tried sim- 
ilar levies, it was found that they se- 
riously impaired the sale of the 
products. 


13 Billion Soft Drinks a Year 
The treasury estimated that the 


one-cent 
tax would yield about 


$132,500,000 additional. 


Apart from the use tax on auto- 


mobiles, yachts and airplanes, the 
committee tentatively recommended 
a seven per cent excise tax on the 
sale price of new automobiles which" 
the treasury estimated would pro- 
duce about $79,900,000. It was con- 
tended the tax also would help to 
reduce competition for the decreased 
output of pleasure cars and thus 
help offset inflationary effects of the 
defense spending program. 


Liquor Tax Up $1 a Gallon 


The committee agreed also on in- 


creasing the tax on liquor from $3 
to $4 a gallon and boosted the tax 
on wines substantially. 
It refused, 


however, to raise the taxes on beer, 
tobacco or gasoline although the 
treasury suggested that $496,100,000 
could be obtained 
from 
those 


sources. 


5 Per Cent on Telephone Bills 
The long list of excise taxes given 


tentative approval included a five 
per cent levy on all telephone bills, 
10 per cent on jewelry, watches and 
clocks, sporting goods, trunks and 
other luggage, phonographs and 
records, musical instruments, and 
photographic equipment. 


The tax on refrigerators and air- 


cooling equipment and on radio sets 
and parts would be boosted from 
five and one-half per cent to 10 per 
cent. Bowling alleys would be taxed 
$15 annually for each alley and a 
similar amount would be levied on 
every pool and billiard table.

The Finns 


They Fight For 


Their Protector 


Germany

Assaulted by one aggressor and 


"protected" by another over the 
span of a year and a half, Finland 
becomes, perhaps, the 
grimmest 


small nation tragedy of a war re- 
plete with the cynical subjection of 
the little countries. 


The Finns, if they fight today, 


fight not for themselves or their 
homes. They fight for Germany, 
their "protector." 


No Choice At All 


Finland calls her present hostili- 


ties with Russia measures of defense 
and the Germans say, "Finland has 
declared war," but this makes no 
real difference, for Finland has had 
no choice at all since Adolf Hitler 
told the world Sunday morning: 
"United with their Finnish com- 
rades, the fighters of the victory of 
Narvick are standing in the north- 
ern Arctic. German divisions Com- 
manded by the conqueror of Nor- 
way, in cooperation with the heroes 
of Finnish freedom under their 
marshal, are protecting Finnish 
soil." 


What this kind of protection is 


worth has been stated long ago by 
Hitler in Mein Kampf: "We are not 
protective police for the well-known

•poor little nations', but soldiers of 
our own nation." 


Finland, therefore, can have few 


illusions about getting back with 
German aid the soil which Russia 
snatched by the peace of 1940; nor 
can she hope to rebuild her sover- 
eignty or her independent economy 
under the "protecting" heel of the 
Nazi army, which, once planted on 
any soil, can be lifted only by force. 


At the start of the Russian con- 


flict it appeared that Hitler's pri- 
mary place for Finland was one of 
immobilization or distraction of 
large Russian air forces; now, as 
the course of the German Panzer 
columns and the resistance of the 
Red army takes form, it seems pos- 
sible the Finns may be forced to 
join the Germans in a march on 
Leningrad, across the Karelian pen- 
insula, and on the nearby Soviet 
naval base of Kronstadt. In any 
event, the Russians are devoting no 
small part of their air power to 
widespread} raids on Finnish ob- 
jectives, raids reminiscent of the 
days in the very near past when 
the peninsula was an actual battle- 
field. 


A Pistol Pointed at Leningrad 
In Amsterdam in November of 


1939, I used to hear the woman an- 
nouncer on the Moscow radio pro- 
claiming night after night: "Fin- 
land is a pistol pointed at Lenin- 
grad." The idea, as later com- 
pounded, was that Finland was a 
place d'armes for England and 
France. This, of course, was as 
shady as the German charge that 
Holland was a conspirator for in- 
vasion of the Ruhr. 


Finland intrigued with nobody; 


indeed, Finland got precious little 
help from anybody, once the Red 
army struck. The Allies hesitated, 
and when they did decide to send 
men, Finland's neighbors, Sweden 
and Norway, barred the way with 
their own ideas of neutrality. The 
Finnish army bled to death and,/in 
the bitterness of the March defeat. 
Field Marshal Baron Carl Gustaf 
Mannerheim cried out to the sur- 
vivors. "We have paid to the last 
penny any debt we may have owed 
to the west." 


Germany The Arranger 


It may now be seen why Germany 


was the arranger for the Finnish- 
Russian peace; why, after the Nor- 
wegian campaign, it became neces- 
sary for so many German troops to 
pour into Finland from Norway and 
the Reich ostensibly relieving each 
other for "rest periods." 


Now Finland is in reality a pistol 


pointed at Leningrad, but it is Hit- 
ler who squeezes the trigger.

10:44. Team-work between the two 
houses, marred only by minor dis- 
putes, cleared not only 
the key

The day's work brought close to

The increase was necessary 
in part to provide for recently-au- 
thorized commodity loans at 85 per 
cent of parity prices. 


Although President Roosevelt was 


visiting his home at Hyde Park, N. 
Y., and was unable to sign the elev- 
enth-hour appropriations measures 
last night, congressional parliamen- 
tary experts said that if he signed 
them today there would be no lapse 
of funds for the various depart- 
ments.

THE RARE PERSONALITY 
I^OTHTNO in life Is so fascinating 
and inspiring ar a rare per­ 
sonality—a personality 
to 
which 
there is movements mental, phy­ 
sical and spiritual. There are those 
whom we meet who have this rare 
combination. 
I was greatly saddened over the 
recent death of Virginia Woolf, the 
English author, whose work I have 
long admired. She was a brilliant 
writer, nnd from all that I have 
read about her. a great human be­ 
ing. Sir Hugh Walpole, who paid a 
beautiful tribute to her, only a 
month or so ago. himself has since 
Joined the multitude of the silent. 
He said that she embodied every­ 
thing that went to make up the rare 
personality. 
Her 
books 
certainly 
suggest this fact. 


A day or so before reading of the 
death of this woman writer. I came 
across a beautifully 
bound 
and 
limited edition of a book that she 
had written some time ago on the 
streets 
of 
London—their 
beauty, 
their human flavor, their English- 
ness How very strange and tragic 
that she should have left for a 
walk about those same streets — 
crazed and broken in mind and 
spirit—never to return 
to 
them 
alive I 
I Uke the word movement as ap­ 
plied to the rare personality. It 
suggests neither talk nor display— 
but 
simplicity, 
genuineness, 
and 
character. You meet such a one and 
there seems to be silent movement 
from every inch of area occupied. 
Something rare emanates. Like the 
invisible wave of the air that bring 
voices thousands of miles away to 
our ears, so do the silent, Invisible 
waves of a rare person reach our 
consciousness and our heart. 
It is something that cannot be 
explained—merely accepted. It is 
that marginal line that separates 
genius or greatness from mediocrity. 
You meet such a rare personality 
and are inspired, warmed in heart 
and stimulated in mind. And when 
he or she is gone, something lingers. 
Like the odor of a rare perfume. 
Merely for any of us to recognize, 
and honor, a rare personality, Is to 
absorb within ourselves the very es­ 
sence of its aroma.

The committee recommended this 
new annual levy late yesterday along 
with a lot of other excise taxes de­ 
signed to produce about $733,000,000 
of the additional revenue and Chair­ 
man Doughton (D-NC) suggested 
that "sticker ’ reecipts for the auto 
tax might be sold through past- 
offlces. 
On All Fares One 35 Cent* 
Another committee recommenda­ 
tion likely to affect a broad section 
of the population was that a five 
per cent tax be Imposed on all pas- 
•senger transportation fares over 35 
cents, whether by rail, water, air 
or bus 
The yield from the new excess 
levies, plus returns from increases 
previously recommended 
in indi­ 
vidual income, corporation, excess 
profits, estate and gift taxes, would 
account for approximately $3,315,- 
000,000 of the revenue sought. 
May Tax Soft Drinks 
For the remaining money, the 
committee today looked for a way to 
tax soft drinks without increasing 
their retail prices. 
The treasury proposed that such 
beverages be taxed one-cent-a-bottle 
but some legislators said that In 
states which already had tried sim­ 
ilar levies, it was found that they se­ 
riously impaired the sale of the 
products. 
13 Billion Soft Drinks a Year 
The treasury estimated that the 
one-oent 
tax 
would 
yield 
about 
$132,500,000 additional 
Apart from the use tax on auto­ 
mobiles, yachts and airplanes, the 
committee tentatively recommended 
a seven per cent excise tax on the 
sale price of new automobiles which 
the treasury’ estimated would pro­ 
duce about $79,900,000. 
It was con­ 
tended the tax also would help to 
reduce competition for the decreased 
output of pleasure cars and thus 
help offset inflationary effects of the 
defense spending program 
liquor Tax Up $1 a Gallon 
The committee agreed also on in­ 
creasing the tax on liquor from $3 
to $4 a gallon and boosted the tax 
on wines substantially. 
It refused, 
however, to raise the taxes on beer, 
tobacco or gasoline although the 
treasury suggested that $496,100,000 
could

obtained 
from

sources. 
5 Per Cent on Telephone Bills 
The long list of excise taxes given 
tentative approval included a five 
per cent levy on all telephone bills, 
IO per cent on Jewelry, watches and 
clocks, sporting goods, trunks and 
other 
luggage, 
phonographs 
and 
records, musical instruments, and 
photographic equipment. 
The tax on refrigerators and air- 
cooling equipment and on radio sets 
and parts would be boosted from 
five and one-half per cent to IO per 
cent. Bowling alleys would be taxed 
$15 annually for each alley and a 
similar amount would be levied on 
every pool and billiard table.

determine the cause of a blast which 
killed six miners in the Kent No. 
2 mine of the Rochester and Pitts- 
burgh Coal Company and buried 17 
others. 


The blast yesterday caught a crew 


i of 41 in an isolated portion of the 
mine, some two miles from the en- 
trance. 


Those killed were Albert Doch, Jo- 


seph Bedzyk, William Clark, Elmer 
McKee, and Andy Yanas, all of 


Aultman, and George Stockdale, of 
Coal Run. 


Aultman is near Mclntyre, where 


the mine is located, eight miles 
southwest of Indiana and about 50 
miles northeast of Pittsburgh. 


Heath Clark, president of the 


company, who aided in directing the 
rescue work, said a preliminary re- 
port indicated coal dust was respon- 
sible. He said he was told no gas 
was found after the explosion, but 
that rescue work had been slowed 
by the difficulty in pumping fresh 
air into the stricken area. 


There were 265 miners in the big 


pit when the blast' occurred.
